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U.S. REACHES AN 
OPEN BREAK WITH 
VICHY - FRANCE 


Seizes Ships in U.S. 
Ports With an Eye 
on Colonies

W ashington, D. C., May 16 —• The 
United States, except for the diplo­ 
m atic formalities, reached an open 
break today with the Vichy govern­ 
m ent of France. 
Tile 
adm inistration, 
informed 
sources said, is satisfied 
th a t 
the 
Petain regime has embraced a pro­ 
gram of increasing partnership with 
Germ any and henceforth m ust be 
considered in about the same cate­ 
gory as the governments of other 
nazi-dom inated nations in Europe. 
Possessions in This Hemisphere 
The situation immediately thrust 
to the fore the 
future 
status 
of 
French colonial possessions in the 
western 
hemisphere, 
particularly 
M artinique in the Caribbean 
and 
French G uiana on 
the 
I. >rtheast 
coast of South 
America. 
A 
high 
official singled out M artinique as 
one colony that was receiving spe­ 
cial attention. 
There was no Inkling in govern­ 
m ent quarters as to Just w hat ac­ 
tion m ight be 
contem plated, 
but 
adm inistration spokesmen have re­ 
peatedly made clear th a t any a t­ 
tem pt by a puppet government to 
use New World colonies In the in­ 
terests of another power would be 
considered a change of colonial sov­ 
ereignty and hence a violation of 
the Monroe Doctrine. 
The United 
States took Greenland under its 
protection as a precaution against 
this, following G erm an occupation 
of Denmark. 
Appeals to French People 
President Roosevelt took the un­ 
usual step last night of issuing an 
appeal* to the French people over 
the head of the Vichy government. 
He called on them, in effect, to 
reject even yet any “so-called ‘col­ 
laboration’ which will in reality im ­ 
ply their alliance with 
a 
m ilitary 
power whose central 
and 
fu n d a­ 
m ental policy calls for the utter de­ 
struction of freedom.” 
The people of the United States. 
he declared, could 
hardly 
believe 
th at the Vichy governm ent would 
enter an alliance “which would ap ­ 
parently deliver up France and its 
colonial empire, 
including French 
African colonies and their Atlantic 
coasts with the menace which th a t 
involves to the peace and safety of 
the Western Hemisphere.”

Mrs. Huber Issued this appeal this 
afternoon for the help of the citi­ 
zens of the town:

of “mosquito hole” from our good 
name.

On water that Is troubled or wind­ 
swept, the tube is closed and the

smothers.

thing occurs when a film of oil, no 
m atter how thin, covers the surface. 
Must Find Stagnant W ater 
“Our problem is to find stagnant | don’t believe I could hav 
water. 
Mosquitoes 
will 
feed 
on 
plant juices and harbor in weeds 
and vines but they don’t originate' 
there. 
R ain barrels, tin cans, sag­ 
ging roof gutters and stagnant pools 
provide breeding places. 
And by 
the way—-a few inches of w ater in a 
rain 
barrel 
can 
produce 
19,000 
mosquitoes every IO 
days—no, 
I 
didn’t count them but It is true. 
And only one determ ined mosquito 
can spoil a night’s repose. 
"Will everybody

The static 
line snarled and left Osipoff dangling 
head down, below the big plane. 
Passengers still aboard found they 
couldn't haul him back, and Caph M. 
Johnson, pilot, headed for the field 
to draw attention to the parachu­ 
tist’s plight. 
Lowery and McCants, test pilots 
who had never flown together before, 
noticed Osipoff s predicam ent. They 
hurried into a Navy bi-plane dive- 
bomber and took off in pursuit of 
the transport. 
Far out over the ocean and up to 
1,500 feet they went, for the air over 
land was too rough for tile precise 
flying their rescue plan entailed. 
Slowly the smaller plane nudged 
up under the larger. W ithin 20 feet 
of the transports tail assembly. Pilot 
Lowery held his ship. While Mc- 
Cants reached over the side and 
hauled 
Osipoff 
in—As 
much 
as 
he could, considering the 
wouldn’t hold two men. 
Then Lowery pointed the nose oi 
his plane directly at the lines a t­ 
taching Osipoff to the transport and 
with a slice of the propeller snipped 
them through. Such close work did 
the maneuver require that the pro­ 
peller ticked the bottom of the pas- 
i senger ship and broke away a piece 
j of metal. 
There were still ticklish moments. 
The partly opened chute, cut free, 
J flared over the front of Lowery’s 
! cockpit and, until at last it blew 
■ backward, blinded the flier. 
“We didn’t know where we were 
for a while,” the lieutenant said.

Showers Have Little 
Effect on Rain Total 


Tills morning’s showers had little 
effect on May’s shortage of rainfall, 
totaling only about one-tenth of an 
inch, according to measurements 
taken at the Arendtsville research 
laboratory. 
With half the month 
gone May appears likely to qualify 
as the fifth month of the year with 
less than the normal amount of 
rainfall. 
The 1941 shortage up to 
May I was nearly six inches. 
The amount of damage to grow­ 
ing crops in the county has in­ 
creased during the last week as nor­ 
mal growth has continued to be re­ 
tarded by the lack of moisture. 
Wheat and rye are shooting heads 
on stalks little more than half the 
height normally attained at that 
stage of the development of the 
grain. 
Besides a straw shortage, 
difficulty in harvesting is antici­ 
pated unless more growth 
Is a t­ 
tained. Wheat harvest time is only 
six weeks distant, farmers point 
out. 
Oats 
and 
pastures 
show 
slow 
growth and definite signs of stunt­ 
ing effects because the lack of rain 


both before and since the grain 
was sowed. 
Many farmers report th at coni is 
coming up irregularly because of 
the lack of rain, while other farm­ 
ers have sod fields yet unplowed as 
-they wait-for soaking rains to help 
them in the preparation of ground 
for late corn planting. 
Cool nights that have resulted in 
some d ahi age by frost to growing 
truck and garden plants and to 
early plantings of commercial to­ 
matoes also have tended to retard 
growth. 
One bright spot in the picture 
comes from the fruit growers who 
report that dry weather before petal 
fall almost entirely prevented scab 
infection, but a spray schedule is 
being followed carefully to prevent 
late infection if and when the rains 
come. 


Teach Pullets to Roost 


It is a good plan to place the pul­ 
lets on the roosts the first night 
after transferring them to the shel­ 
ters. Poultry specialists say that 
often the roosting problem Is solved 
by placing a dozen pullets in the 
shelter for several days before mov­ 
ing the others, to act as teachers

Silage m ade from alfalfa, clover, 
soybeans an d even tim othy has a d ­ 
vantages over corn from the protein 
an d carotene standpoint, as well as 
th a t of saving labor in production. 
Som e in th e southern counties have 
been growing sorghum for silage, 
eith er alone or in m ixtures w ith 
soybeans. In the la ter case, one of 
th e objects was to avoid the need of 
buying an d adding molasses as a 
preservative. 
S orghum is better able to w ith ­ 
stan d h e a t and drought th an corn 
and ordinarily it has n o t m et w ith 
m uch popularity outside the sem i­ 
arid 
regions. 
Sorghum silage is 
m uch lower in protein th a n corn 
an d unless it is nearly m ature, w ith 
th e seeds fairly hard. the silage is 
likely to be sour and unpalatable. 
T he sw eet sorghum s generally are 
used and yields have been com par­ 
able to corn. 
D ifferent K inds 
A tlas sorgo is one of the largest. 1 
latest, and m ost lodge-resistant of 
th e sorghum s. I t needs a long, warm 
season 
in 
southeastern 
Pennsyl- I 
vania to reach satisfactory m a tu r- ! 
ity. Leoti, O range and Sum ac are j 
earlier th a n Atlas, and Black and 
E arly A m ber are the earliest. A tlas i 
generally h as been row -planted and 
cultivated. T he sm aller, earlier sorts 
m ay be m ore desirable for drilling 
b roadcast along w ith soybeans. 
W hen planted in rows to be h a r­ 
vested w ith a corn binder, two or 
th ree p lan ts per foot of row are 


needed. Since germ ination and com e- 
up often are poor, twice this num ber 
of seeds generally is required or 5 
to 7 pounds of seed per acre. A grain 
drill w ith only every fo u rth or fifth 
hole sowing, or a corn p lan ter w ith 
sorghum or broom co m plates, may 
be used. Shallow p lanting not m uch 
before Ju n e I is necessary, since 
sorghum is a h o t w eather plant 
w hich' com es up spindling and is 
h ard to keep clean of weeds a t first. 
Soybeans Used 
P u ttin g 15 to 25 pounds of soy­ 
beans per acre in th e row w ith the 
sorghum seems to have worked well 
in som e cases. T he beans help keep 
down weeds and raise the protein 
co n ten t of the silage. 
Some farm ers have produced large 
yields of good silage by drilling 4 
to 6 pecks of beans and 15 to 40 
pounds of am ber sorghum broadcast. 
Such m ixtures have been mowed 


and loaded w ith a hay loader but 
were very heavy and h ard to handle. 
W here possible, cutting and binding 
w ith a grain binder facilitated load­ 
ing and feeding. 
S orghum h as th e reputation of be­ 
ing "h a rd on th e land.” W here m a n ­ 
ure or a good com plete fertilizer is 
applied on the following crop, tills 
should n o t be serious. Frosted or

The union had agreed to defer the 
strike until the deadline, but ap­ 
proximately 37.000 workers in five

walked out yesterday. Officials a t­ 
tributed the walkout to a misunder­ 
standing of the 24-hour strike post­ 
ponement agreed on early 
Thurs­ 
day. 
Union Must Ratify 
The agreement had been accepted 
previously by the union spokesmen, 
but the contract still needs ratifi­ 
cation by the union 
membership. 
Walter P. Reuther, director of the 
UAW-CIO in General Motors plants 
expressed confidence that it would 
be adopted. 
He called 
the 
agreement 
"the 
greatest victory" for General Mo­ 
tors workers since the first contract 
was signed in 1937, and said

wage increase was the largest ever 
won In the automobile industry.
